The AMIGA 2000 Expansion Bus Concept : 


The Amiga 2000 has three expansion bus connectors 
( 68000 bus ) which can be used for Amiga expansion 
cards as well as for emulator boards. 

The AMIGA 2000 has a second separate expansion bus system 
with four 62 pin connectors ( compatible to the IBM PC slots ) 
which have no connections to the Amiga logic except of power. 

An IBM PC or PC/AT emulator board will be a "sandwich board” 
and plugs into an Amiga slot and into one of the additional 
four 62 pin slots. These slots are now driven by the emulator 
board and fully IBM PC compatible. 

Other emulator boards can be developed and used in the same 
way. 


Other kind of sandwich boards (i.e. data aquisation, control..) 
could take care of the 62 pin slots for its own bus system and 
expansion cards (i.e. A/D - D/A converter, input/output driver..) 
This opens a new market too.
